SUBJECT: Maintaining Standards of Leadership 
Mr. Dennis C. Goiter 

Following is a history of ttr- Dennis C, Geiter in our Council t leading 
up to his suspension on June 27 , 1986 « 

Tn the fall of 1934, che Committee of Troop 127 requested my presence 
at one of their meetings; the main subject was - the question of 
leadership quality of their Scoutmaster, Dennis C * Geiter. Many of 
the parents and leaders were concerned about the actions of Mr, Gaiter, 
Evidently, he liked to do something he called "Kub-a-dub - ie. lf He 
would rub noses with the boys and then kiss them on the lips. It was 
agreed that I should have a talk with Mr. Gaiter, 

Ac the next roundtabLe, I took. Mr. Geiter aside and talked Co hid 
about body language and the possibility of sending the wrong signals 
to observers j i.e, kissing boys on the lips could be mi sinter pre ted 
by parents and other observers. Since Mr. Gaiter is a likeable person, 
it appeared that he needed some guidelines on acceptable behavior, 
(fir. Geiter is a bachelor*) 

The next summer, the Committee of Troop 127 had suspicions about Mr. 
Geiter and asked that he not stay with the boys at Scout Camp, 
Following was an investigation by the PA Child Hot Line for (Stitd 
Abuse* Mr. Geiter was asked to resign as indicated in a letter from 
Mr. Bill Neely, Chairman of Troop 127 Committee (letter enclosed, 
received Oct* 15 , 1935)* the results of the investigation was "unfounded" 
because che incident did not occur or was not of a serious nature 
(letter enclosed, dated April 4, 19S6 from che Lancaster County Children 
and Youth Agency) . 

In the meantime, Mr. Geiter kept his registration with the Committee 
of Pack 127, and registered with Troop 25 of che 6ch Ward Citizens 
Association, and Troop 16 ot Saint Joseph's Holy Name Society*
